AFTER seven months of 
fundraising, and with 
tremendous support from 
the public, London’s Air 
Ambulance has acquired a 
second helicopter. 

The MD902 Explorer, regis- 
tration G-LNDN, is expected to 


be operational from the helipad 
at the Royal London Hospital 
from early next year. 

London's Air Ambulance, 
the charity that delivers an 
advanced trauma team to 
critically injured people in the 
capital, launched a fundraising 
campaign in February to raise 
£6 million. 


Just over £4 million has been 
donated, which will cover the 
cost of converting the heli- 
copter to meet UK regulations. 

Currently, the charity's single 
helicopter, which flies from the 
roof of the Whitechapel hospi- 
tal, dispatches a team of medics 
to patients including victims of 
road traffic incidents and falls.

The service is up to eight 
times faster than a response car. 
And a second helicopter will 
provide cover when the 
current aircraft is offline for 
planned or unplanned service 
or maintenance. 

With the additional heli- 
copter and by extending its 
daylight flying hours in summer 
months, the charity estimates 
that it will reach a further 400 
patients a year. 

James Moore was mn over by 
a tanker while cycling on 
February 17, 2012. He said the 
service saved his life, prevent- 
ing his name from being added 
to the grim toll of cyclists killed 
on London's roads. 

"Speed is of the essence in 
situations like the one I found 
myself in - trapped under the 
wheels of a tanker that had 
knocked me off my bike," he said. 

"With the lunchtime roads 
between Stratford and 
Whitechapel choked with 
traffic, a trip in an ordinary am- 
bulance to an A&E would have 
taken an unacceptably long 
time. My injuries were so severe 
that a decision was made to call

in the advanced medical ex- 
pertise of the London's Air Am- 
bulance doctor and paramedic 
and the helicopter delivered 
them to my side within minutes. 

"They anaesthetised me, 
drained both my lungs and 
splinted my legs and pelvis to 
stabilise me before whisking 
me off to the Royal London by 
air, where the surgeons carried 
out their miracles. 

"The fact that I am here today, 
able to work full-time from 


home, and lead a more or less 
normal family life, is thanks to 
their skill and dedication." 

James and his colleagues 
raised more than £12,000 for the 
appeal by taking part in a 
fundraising cricket and rounders 
match. Donations are still 
needed to reach the £6 million 
target to keep the helicopter 
service in the air for five years.

A SPECIAL service of 
hope and remembrance 
at St Paul’s Cathedral 
will mark the beginning 
of Hate Crime Aware- 
ness Week on Saturday, 
October 10. 

A hate crime is any criminal 
offence where the victim is 
targeted because of their race 
or ethnicity, religious beliefs, 
gender, gender identity, dis- 
ability, age, sexual orientation 
or any other actual or per- 
ceived difference. 

The week raises awareness 
of hate crime issues and 
encourages people to discuss 
how it can be eliminated in 
all its forms. 

The council and the police 
are working hard to help pre- 
vent hate crime and support 
victims in the borough. 

Hate crime reporting 

The police can only take action 
against offenders if incidents 
are reported. 

Any hate crime can be 
reported by calling 999 in 
an emergency or 101 in a 
non-emergency situation. The 
council has established other 
ways in which victims or wit- 
nesses can report hate crimes 
outside of the usual channels. 


Residents are encouraged 
to report incidents anony- 
mously to the council, police, 
landlords or housing prov- 
iders or third-party reporting 
centres. 

Third-party 
reporting centres 

These are community loca- 
tions where you can report 
hate crime or domestic abuse 
without having to visit a 
police station. 

Relaunched earlier this year, 
there are now 13 sites in Tower 
Hamlets where centres will 


operate, including the bor- 
oughs four One Stop Shops. 

The council's domestic vio- 
lence and hate crime teams 
have retrained staff in the 
centres, in partnership with 
charity Victim Support and 
the Metropolitan Police. 

Victim support 

Offering support to victims 
is the most important area of 
the council's work against 
hate crime. 

You can report crime and be 
offered victim support at 
third-party reporting centres. 


Alternatively, the council's 
victim support service is 
available on 7364 7970/7797 
(from 9.3oam-4.3opm, Mon- 
day to Friday). 

Cllr Shiria Khatun, deputy 
mayor and cabinet member 
for community safety, said: 
“We work closely with the 
police and victim support to 
ensure that residents of the 
borough get the help and sup- 
port they deserve.

Council resolves dispute with Rich Mix 


LAST week, the council and Rich 
Mix Cultural Foundation 
announced that they resolved 
disputes between them. 

As a result, legal proceedings that 
were underway in the High Court have 


now been brought to an end. The 
resolution of the disputes secures 
Rich Mix's future. 

Its chief executive Jane Earl said: 
“We're very pleased we have been able 
to reach an agreement with the 


council. It means we're able to carry on 
doing interesting art for our local com- 
munities, and being an important part 
of creative landscape for London.'' 

As part of the resolution, Rich Mix has 
received Section 106 monies agreed by 


the council's Strategic Development 
Committee in August 2010. 

In turn, Rich Mix has agreed to repay 
the £850,000 loan given to it by the 
council in 2003, and make a payment in 
respect of certain external costs. 


Brick Lane pub was 'fire trap’

THE landlord of a Brick Lane pub 
that was labelled a ‘fire trap’ 
has received a four-month 
suspended prison sentence for 
breaking fire safety laws. 

At a sentencing hearing at Snares- 
brook Crown Court on September 25, 
Koyser Khan, from Buckinghamshire, ad- 
mitted ten offences under the Regula- 
tory Reform (Fire Safety) Order 2005. 

In addition to the sentence, which was 
suspended for two years, Khan was 
ordered to pay a £30,000 fine and 
£32,811 in costs, following the prosecu- 
tion by the London Fire Brigade. 

The Brigade's fire safety inspecting 
officers first visited The Archers public 
house in April 2010. As well as the pub 
on the ground floor, they found sleep- 
ing accommodation on the building's sec- 
ond and third floors. 

Inspectors raised a number of serious 
fire safety concerns, including inadequate 
smoke detection systems, insufficient fire 
extinguishers, missing and defective fire 
doors, inadequate means of escape, 


and no evidence of a fire risk assessment, 
staff training or maintenance of fire 
alarms and emergency lighting. 

The brigade served a prohibition 
notice the same day preventing the 
second and third floors of the building 
being used for anything other than 
storage. An enforcement notice was 
issued, requiring improvement work to 
be completed by August 16, 2010. 

Follow-up inspections found that no 
work had been undertaken to comply 
with the enforcement notice and that 
the second floor was still being used as 
sleeping accommodation. 

The prohibition notice was lifted 
once the improvement works were 
eventually carried out, but a final visit 
in January 2012 revealed the building's 
fire alarm system wasn't working and 
that two alarm call points had had their 
'break glass' panels replaced with card. 

The brigade's assistant commission- 
er for fire safety, Neil Orbell, said: “This 
public house was a potential fire trap and 
I have no doubt that if a blaze had 
broken out, its occupants would have 
been at serious risk of losing their lives. 


“Those responsible for buildings have 
a clear legal responsibility to ensure the 
people living and working there are safe. 

“Sadly, it's clear to me that, in this case, 
not only were those responsibilities 
being flouted before we visited the 
premises, the pub's licensee continued 


to ignore them even after we had 
carried out our safety inspection. 

“This is completely unacceptable and 
landlords, managers and building 
owners should be warned that we will 
always prosecute if we find they are 
putting people's lives at risk.''

Fire in Poplar flat 

FIREFIGHTERS have warned 
about the dangers of people 
trying to tackle a blaze in their 
own home after two men 
attempted to put out a fire 
before escaping. 

Six fire engines and 35 fire- 
fighters and officers attended 
the blaze at a maisonette on 
Morris Road, Poplar. 

The fire damaged half of the 
flat on the third and fourth floors. 

Station manager Steve West, 
who was at the scene on 
Wednesday, September 30, said: 
“Never try and fight fire your- 
self, always leave it to the pro- 
fessionals. Thankfully the two 
men who tried to tackle the fire 
got out in time, but they suffered 
smoke inhalation and were 
taken to hospital by London 
Ambulance Service crews." 

The brigade was called at 
10.48am and the fire was under 
control by 11.52am. The cause is 
believed to be accidental. 

Walking football

Store stripped of booze licence

A SHOP on Bethnal Green 
Road has had its licence to 
sell alcohol revoked by 
the council. 

It follows evidence that the E2 
Mini Market had been selling 
alcohol to children and out- 
side its licensed hours. 

Evidence of drug parapher- 
nalia and so-called legal highs 
being sold from the shop was 
also given to the borough's li- 
censing sub-committee hearing 
on September 1. 

The council is reminding re- 
tailers that selling legal highs 


can in fact be illegal. These 
products are categorised as 
new psychoactive substances 
(NPS) and are designed to mim- 
ic the effects of illegal drugs. 

The Intoxicating Substances 
(Supply) Act 1985 prohibits the 
sale of substances to those 
under the age of 18, which the 
seller has reason to believe may 
be inhaled for the purposes of 
intoxication. 

NPS products are thought to 
contain ingredients that are 
not controlled under The 
Misuse of Drugs Act 1971, in the 
way that drugs such as heroin, 
cocaine and marijuana are.

THIS month will see a 
raft of new measures 
being brought in to help 
people give up tobacco 
and protect children from 
the harmful effects of 
smoking. 

A new ban on smoking in cars 
came into effect last week, just 
as people in the borough are also 
being urged to quit smoking for 
Stoptober - the 28-day mass 
quitting challenge which also 
started on Thursday, October 1. 

Drivers will be fined £50 if 
they smoke in their vehicle 
with a child present - the law 
is changing to protect children 
and young people from the 
dangers of being exposed to 
toxic second-hand smoke from 
cigarettes. 

Smoke contains more than 
4,500 toxic chemicals - 80 per 
cent of which are invisible - 
which can increase the risk of 
health problems such as 
bronchitis and asthma. 

At the same time, the Royal 
London Hospital, along with 
all Barts Health hospitals, have 
also gone smoke free. 

At Barts, all patients, visitors 
and staff are no longer allowed 
to smoke or use electronic 
cigarettes anywhere on trust 
premises, including doorways 
and car parks, a move which will 
contribute to creating a health- 
ier environment for patients, 
visitors and staff. 

Anyone spotted smoking will 
be asked to extinguish the 
cigarette and to leave the 
premises should they wish to 
continue smoking. 

And our successful local Stop- 
tober campaign will also start, 
with free support provided by 
Tower Hamlets' stop smoking 
teams including face-to-face 
counselling and advice.

One of the things that needs 
to be more widely known is how 
key early diagnosis is when it 
comes to cancer. 

Unfortunately, late diagnosis 
of cancer is a particular problem 
in Tower Hamlets and one that 
we want to tackle; the earlier 
the disease is detected, the 
more likely it is to be success- 
fully treated. 

This is one of the reasons why 
women should regularly feel 
and look at their breasts, for 
signs of anything unusual. 

Everyone is different so it is 
very important that people are 
familiar with the look and feel 
of their breasts, so that if they 
notice any changes they can go 
and see their GP. 

Of course, not all changes 
will be related to cancer, 
there are many other conditions, 
but it is good to go and have any 
changes checked out.

Tower Hamlets is making 
strides to end child poverty 

Council welcomes new HMRC report showing significant improvement in recent years

THE council has welcomed 
statistics showing that child 
poverty in the borough is 
decreasing. 

The latest statistics released by 
HM Revenue and Customs (HMRC) 
set out the level of poverty faced by 
children across the UK. 

They also measure the proportion of 
children living in low-income families. 

The borough's child poverty rate has 
been showing significant improvement 
in recent years - falling from 60.3 per 
cent to 35.5 between 2006 and 2014. 

Mayor John Biggs said: "I am pleased

that the figures appear to show our 
families are benefiting from the 
council's work to reduce inequality and 


tackle disadvantage. We know that our 
local employment rate is the highest 
it has been since 2004; last year we 
were in the top ten inner London 
boroughs for getting students into 
university - and support from the 
council has played a key part in this 
success. 

“We have also delivered more 
housing than any other local 
authority in the country. 

“However, I am concerned that the 
collective impacts of welfare reform, 
an overheated rental sector and a 
trend of rising house prices in the 
capital will undermine our local efforts 
to support the most vulnerable. 


“Indeed, it could be that our 
reduction in child poverty is due to 
low-income families no longer being 
able to afford to live in our borough. 

“I strongly believe that people 
should not be forced to move out of the 
borough, or the capital, because of 
their net household income.'' 

The findings by HMRC were 
reiterated in a report released today 
by the Department of Communities, 
Localities and Culture (DCLG), which 
found that Tower Hamlets had become 
relatively less deprived since its previous 
report in 2010 and no longer featured 
in the list of 20 most deprived areas 
of the UK.

A reassuring voice behind 999 calls 


THERE is no such thing as a typical 
day for Ahomadun Ali. 

As an emergency medical dispatcher for 
the London Ambulance Service (LAS), he 
sends vehicles and paramedics to treat 
patients all over the capital. 

A buzz in his earpiece alerts Ahomadun 
to an incoming call. He has to be ready to 
speak to the person on the line, often 
having to calm a panicking patient, take 
a name, address and contact details, as well 
as find out about their physical condition. 

During the call, Ahomadun logs 
details on a computer, categorises the 
seriousness of the illness and lets the 
caller know that response is on its way. 

“Some callers are polite, others may 
shout,” he told East End Life. 

“And I've dealt with calls where a patient 
has threatened to take their own life. I try 
to reassure them that I am on the line to 
help them.” 

In circumstances where the caller can't 
provide their contact details, emergency

medical dispatchers attempt to call them 
back or trace their location. 

During his couple of years with the 
LAS, Ahomadun has taken calls from scores 
of children. 

“With a child, we stay on the line until 
help arrives. In a lot of cases, I find it 
easier to deal with a child because they 
do not have a sense of urgency or panic,” 
he told East End Life. 

Ahomadun, who went to Stuart 
Headlam Primary School and Swanlea 
Secondary School, says he hasn't looked 
back since he came across an advert for the 
job and applied. 

“I like the idea of being the first point of 
contact, making a difference to lives and 
giving back to the community,” he said. 

Now, Ahomadun visits local schools 
and gives talks to GCSE students about 
his job. 

“I explain how I got into the role and 
that you don't necessarily need a medical 
background or formal qualifications to 
apply,” he said. 

“My family and teachers are proud that 
I work for a well-known organisation and 
I also tell them how the service works.” 

Recently, Ahomadun has done observa- 
tion shifts on ambulances and fast response 


cars alongside paramedics attending 999 
calls. He hopes this will develop his career 
in the service and help in achieving his goal 
of becoming a qualified paramedic. 

“These shifts help me see both sides of 
the process. Face-to-face contact with 
patients helps me to understand some of 
the struggles the crews face,” he said. 

Jules Lockett, LAS practice learning 
manager, told East End Life that the work- 
load of its emergency operations centres 
has grown dramatically in the last two or 
three years, receiving up to 3,000 calls in 
a 24-hour period. 

Due to the increased workload, a site in 
Bromley-by-Bow that was used as an 
emergency back-up facility has been 
opened up as a training resource and con- 
trol room. 

Ms Lockett said when the transformation 
took place just over a year ago, the LAS 
looked to the local community to fill some 
of its vacancies. 

“Things had started to flourish around 
here. The Docklands Light Railway is on 
our doorstep, more homes have been 
built, especially for first -time buyers, and 
more people have moved here,” she told 
East End Life. 

She believes the demographics of the area 


and the diversity of staff have given the 
LAS workforce a greater understanding of 
some of the religious and cultural issues 
that patients in London may talk about 
when they make emergency calls. 

“Staff who speak more than one language 
can use their skills when speaking to non- 
English speaking callers. We also have ac- 
cess to a language line interpreter service,” 
she said. 

There are about 50 control room staff at 
the centre, who work a fixed rota of about 
12 hours a day over 16 shifts per month. 

Ms Lockett said the LAS plans to recruit 
about 160 people into similar roles in the 
next six months and, where possible, 
would like local people to fill the vacancies. 

“Ideally, we are looking for people with 
good customer care, communication, IT and 
telephony skills,” Ms Lockett said. 

“We offer comprehensive training and 
the LAS is a good, fun place to work for those 
who have a great sense of team working 
and have the capability and willingness to 
put patients first and foremost.”

A care centre like no other

MORE than 60 clinicians and 
patients attended the opening 
of a care and treatment centre 
for patients with complex wounds 
and lymphoedema. 

Accelerate CIC, a social enterprise 
that was formerly part of the 
NHS, operates the centre at Mile End 
Hospital. 

Lymphoedema is a chronic long-term 
condition that causes swelling in the 
body's tissues. 

Known locally as the wound care or 
lymphoedema team, many of the staff 
have worked in the borough since 
1994. They work closely with district and 
practice nurses, and nursing homes, as 
well as seeing patients who have 
hard-to-heal wounds or chronic swelling. 

The launch event on Thursday, 
September 24 featured educational 
sessions for clinicians and stalls where 


visitors could find out more about 
compression garments and a 
borough-wide dressing scheme.

"I interviewed a lovely 
94-year-old lady from Poplar 
today at St Matthias Church 
Community Centre and she told 
me the most moving story," 
Kate said. 

Doris Seacole was an 18- 
year-old milliner when she fell 
in love with a tall, dashing man 
who wolf- whistled at her down 
Poplar High Street. 

"Ernest Seacole and I fell head 
over heels and we couldn't bear 
to spend a moment away from 
each other, but then war broke 
out and we were torn apart. 

"Ernest j oined the Royal West 
Kent Fusiliers and was posted 
to Greece, but despite this we 
wrote to each other every day. 
'My dearest, darling Doris, I'm 
fighting this war for you, so I can 
come home into your arms,' 
Ernest wrote. 

"And he did. On a blustery 
March day in 1944 Ernest did 
return to the East End and we 
married in Christ Church on 
the Isle of Dogs. Him looking 
so handsome in uniform, me 
in a simple white dress bought 
on coupons. 

"We didn't have a penny to 
our names, but thanks to our 
neighbours and the whole com- 
munity we didn't go without. 

"Everyone pitched in and the 
street raided their larders and 
pooled their rations so we had 
a table heaving with sausage 
rolls and trifles. 

"We had the reception at my 
mum's and she only lived in a 
tiny two-bed terrace, so we had 
to have two sittings." 

Doris giggled: "It was such a 
shambles, but it weren't half a 
lot of fun. Mum thumped out 
the tunes on a piano. She sang, 
'Down with the old Hitler, up 
with the red, white and blue'. 
Everyone kept handing her 
Guinness after Guinness and, as 
the afternoon wore on, the 
windows got steamier, the 
singing louder and everyone did 
a conga up the street. 

"Oh, it was such a laugh, 
nothing stuffy about my big day. 
The whole street rejoiced in 
our joy and it was a real event 
for everyone to enjoy.

“We spent our first night as 
man and wife sleeping on the 
floor of Mum's front parlour 
and had a walk in the park 
the next day. That was our 
honeymoon! I didn't care. 

“Back then, the wedding 
day itself wasn't so important, 
it was the rest of our married 
lives, which meant something. 

“The war just made our 
pleasures all the sweeter. No one 
knew what tomorrow would 
bring, so we made the best of 
every day. 

“Ernest survived the war, 
even going on to work as a 
batman for actor David Niven, 
and we had two lovely sons. 

“After living through the Blitz 
and so much conflict, we had 
such dreams for our retirement, 
cruises and so on. But Ernest 
suffered a stroke and died 
too young. 

“I will always remember that 
blustery day on the Isle of Dogs, 
my veil whipping around my 
face, clutching a bouquet of 
red carnations; a young woman 
marrying in a utility dress with 
a heart full of hope."

EXPLORE the East End in 
the first half of the 20th 
century at a new 
photography exhibition. 

An exhibition by 
pre-eminent photographer 
William Whiffin opened 
at Tower Hamlets Local 
History Library & Archives 
on September 10. 

The exhibition, which runs 
until November 19, shows 
the everyday life of the East 
End between the wars. 
Whiffin’s images are 
powerful, evocative and 
sometimes playful - and 
many think they are some 
of the finest photographs of 
the area ever produced. 
Whiffin was a commercial 
photographer, employed by 
Poplar Council to record its 
work and activities. He was 
fascinated by local history 
and, as early as 1916, was 
offering his services for free 
to assist with Poplar 
Library’s local history 
collection. His works 
capture the everyday life of 
London - in what would 
now be described as street 
photography - including 
the Chinese community in 
Limehouse, dock workers 


on strike, people packing 
local markets and at leisure 
in the art deco Poplar Baths, 
as well as shops, pubs and 
bomb sites. 

Mayor John Biggs said: “We 
are very proud of our 
heritage in Tower Hamlets 
and nowhere is this 
exemplified more than at 
the Local History Library, 
with its unrivalled 
collection of material 
relating to the borough. 
“Most of the pictures on 
display are selected from 
over 1,000 photographs 
by Whiffin donated by 
his family.” 


Cllr Asma Begum, cabinet 
member for culture, 
attended the launch and 
extended a special thank 
you to William Whiffin’s 
granddaughter, Helen 
Martin, for her support. 

On the back of this 
exhibition, the library and 
archives is launching a 
programme of events 
around the topics of street 
photography and William 
Whiffin.

Crackdown 
on parking

THE council has been 
working with the police 
to carry out enforcement 
action against people 
parking illegally in the 
borough. 

The borough's parking 
contractor (removals and es- 
tates), NSL, and Tower Hamlets 
Homes (THH) worked together 
on an operation to ensure res- 
idents and visitors comply with 
the parking regulations, while 
helping to tackle any possible 
links to criminal activity. 

Police officers joined NSL and 
the council's parking, mobility 
and transport services team 
on September 7 on visits to the 
Ocean, Approach and Solan- 
der Gardens estates. 

The police were keen to clamp 
down on any vehicles alleged- 
ly used in drug dealing and 
money laundering activities. 

Council and police officers 
identified nine vehicles as 


potentially abandoned - the 
majority are linked to criminal 
activity and have no registered 
keeper. 

One of the nine suspected 
had previously been reported as 
stolen. 

Some of these vehicles have 
been removed and may be 
scrapped as they are thought to 
be directly linked to ongoing 
criminal activity. 

Many parking restrictions 
signs had been removed on 
the estates. The council is now 
working to reinstate them. 

A total of 14 tickets were 
issued during the first operation 
of its kind, and the aim is for 
these to be undertaken once 
every six weeks. 

Cllr Ayas Miah, cabinet mem- 
ber for environment, said: “I am 
really pleased that this first op- 
eration was considered such a 
success by everyone involved, 
and continued collaborative 
working will only help the bor- 
ough become a safer place."

The sea brought riches 
to many men who were 
prepared to risk it all

THE defeat of the Spanish Armada, 
the victories of Nelson, trade routes 
that snaked out from Wapping to 
bind the world and its riches to 
London, even the raising of the 
fleet of 'little ships’ in the Allies 
retreat from Dunkirk in the Second 
World War. 

Britain's sense of itself is forever bound 
up with the sea. Unsurprising perhaps for 
a little island nation which, ever since the 
days of Elizabeth I, managed to punch above 
its weight thanks to its navy. 

But it's an uncomfortable truth that the 
fearless figures responsible for taking 
England from the second division of 
European powers to a mighty empire 
were hardly clean-cut senior servicemen 
but were rather... well, pirates and slavers. 

And a select group of sailors, The Sea Dogs, 
as they became known, did more than any 
others in the last two decades of the 16th 
century to transform England from an 
also-ran island off the coast of Europe (not 
a patch on Spain, France or Holland) into 
one of the greatest empires the world has 
ever seen. 

The Sea Dogs, served two vital functions 
for Queen Elizabeth I. As they plundered 
their way around the Seven Seas, relieving 
Spanish ships of their cargoes of gold, sug- 
ar and even slaves, they enriched the Eng- 
lish exchequer and weakened the Spanish 
- along with the Dutch, the main threat to 
English (and then British) domination of 
the waves and all-important trade routes. 

Many of these men operated out of the 
warren of streets radiating from the 
London Docks at Wapping and Limehouse. 

Michael Geare, a humble Cockney lad 
who in later years would be garlanded as 
Sir Michael, wasn't the best known of their 
number - Sir Humphrey Gilbert, Sir 
Francis Drake and Sir Walter Raleigh are all 
more famed - but his career was unusu- 
ally long and successful and, unlike some 
of his fellows, he survived royal disfavour 
and the gallows to retire rich and 
comfortable back to the East End. 

It was an extraordinary ascent for a 
Stepney guttersnipe, but then Geare was 
an extraordinarily driven character. 

Born in Limehouse in 1565, he was always 
going to end up at sea, and embarked on 
his first adventures with Sir George Carey, 
a favourite of Elizabeth I, moving on to sail 
under Captain John Watts. 

Watts, an East End merchant and 
shipowner, would become one of 
the founding fathers of both the East In- 
dia and Virginia Companies. But in the 1580s

began disbursing his 
money to the poor of 
his community. 

he was, in all but name, a pirate. In 1591, 
Geare was made captain of the Little 
John, one of a flotilla of five ships under the 
command of William Lane (and financed 
by a group including Drake). 

Lane was effusive in his praise of Geare, 
and of his sometimes reckless bravery in 
the heat of the fight. In sea battles with the 
Spaniards, Geare would liberate' large 
quantities of booty for his backers, secrete 
away a generous share for himself, and aug- 
ment his earnings by smuggling goods back 
through Limehouse. 

Within a year or two, Geare had done so 
well that he was able to buy a share in the 


Little John, in partnership with his former 
boss Lane. It's said to be unlucky to rename 
a ship, but Geare had no such qualms, 
rechristening his trusty vessel the Michael 
and John. Over the following three years, 
Geare would run four hugely lucrative 
expeditions in his ship. Then in 1595, dis- 
aster struck. 

An encounter with a Spanish warship, 
off Havana in Cuba, saw the Michael and 
John come off much the worse. The fight 
cost the lives of 50 of Geare's crew, and he 
fled for England. 

The following year, now in command of 
the Neptune, Geare was operating off 
Jamaica, where he came into the employ 
of Sir Anthony Sherley, a nobleman turned 
pirate who spent the 1590s picking off Span- 
ish ships... before neatly changing sides in 
the 1600s. (Sherley would die destitute in 
Spain in 1637). 

Geare, Sherley and another member of 
the gentry turned privateer, William 
Parker, now turned their attentions to the 
seas of Honduras, capturing three valuable 
Spanish ships, and managing to get two 
of them back to Wapping, where they were 
stripped of their booty and sold. 

Increasingly audacious adventures 
ensued, increasingly with fellow Limehouse 
privateer, Christopher Newport. 

Newport would go on to fame 
in the 1600s as one of the leaders of 
the expedition to found Jamestown, the 



first permanent English settlement in 
the Americas. 

According to the archaeologist William 
Kelso, Jamestown was where the British 
Empire began. Newport, like so many 
others, would never return to a peaceful 
retirement in London, dying in Java on a 
1617 voyage for the East India Company. 

Indeed, with all his remarkable feats, 
perhaps Geare's greatest achievement was 
getting out of the piracy game with his head 
still attached to his shoulders, and not 
succumbing to sickness in a foreign land. 

He even got out still with the favour of 
the by-now-ailing Queen Elizabeth. 

In 1603, the privateer retired to rural Step- 
ney, building himself a grand manor house 
and - to complete the picture of comfort- 
able respectability - received a knighthood 
from the Queen. The only sign of the 
raffish background of Sir Michael was the 
small dagger hung outside the house. 

Michael Geare then did what many rich 
rogues (and City businessmen) do in their 
dotage: he began disbursing his money to 
the deserving poor of his community. 

His charity of choice was East End 
families of those lost at sea, and returned 
Limehouse sailors fallen upon hard times. 

The working-class Cockney had made it 
good by being very bad indeed, but in his 
declining years (with one eye on the des- 
tination of his mortal soul, no doubt), he 
ensured he was on the side of the angels.

Rosemary Harris, lead writer and 
performer, said: “Map of Me was inspired 
by the real-life stories of young asylum 
seekers and takes you behind the headlines 


of this sensitive and challenging refugee 
story. It gives audiences an insight into one 
of the most pressing issues of our time, as 
well as a sense of identity and belonging, 
which we all have to deal with whoever we 
are and wherever we come from." 

Chris Elwell, director of Half Moon, 
added: “Were proud this production is part 


of Black History Month and that we have 
a series of workshops exploring the issues 
raised in the play to help give a vital voice 
to young audiences.”

Spicy pumpkin with peas - serves 4 


Ingredients 

1 small pumpkin 

2 carrots 

400g tin chopped tomatoes 
1 small onion, very finely 
chopped 

1 dsp cumin seeds 


2 cloves of garlic 
4 tbsp frozen peas 
1 dsp of rapeseed oil 
1 heaped tbsp garam masala 
Fresh coriander, chopped 
Small, mild chilli, de-seeded 
and chopped (optional) 


Method 

1. Slice off the top of the 
pumpkin where the stalk is 
and discard. Cut it in half and 
remove the seeds with a spoon 
(wash and dry the seeds and 
roast later for a snack). 

2. Slice each of the halves in half 
again to make peeling more 
manageable. Chop into pieces 
that are roughly the size of a 
small potato - not too small as 
they will go mushy. 

3. Put the pumpkin and carrots 
into a saucepan of boiling 
water and gently cook them for 
about 8-10 minutes. 

4. Boil a kettle and put the peas 
into a bowl with some boiling 


water and leave on the side. 

5. In another saucepan, put the 
rapeseed oil and cumin seeds. Fry 
gently for a few minutes then 
add the onions and garlic (and 
the chilli if you wish). Fry for 5 
minutes until the onions are soft. 

6. Add the garam masala and 
stir. Immediately the mixture is 
coated with spice, add the toma- 
toes and stir until all the in- 
gredients are well mixed in. 
Drain the pumpkin, carrots and 
peas and stir into the mixture. 

7. Simmer gently for about 
20-25 minutes without a lid, 
stirring often. Just before 
serving, add the coriander. 

8. Serve with chapatti or rice.

Help getting back to their roots

THE council has released a report 
on its work seeking somewhere 
to live for homeless hospital 
patients who are from outside 
the borough. 

The report - Preventing Homeless 
Out-Of-Borough Patients From Rough 
Sleeping - looks at the Routes to Roots 
project, which the borough has been 
running since 2012. 

The report aims to spread what it 
has learnt to local authorities and 
hospitals across the country. 

Routes to Roots tackles one of the 
key challenges faced by many of 
the capital's hospitals: sourcing 
somewhere to live for their homeless 
out-of-borough patients. 


It is commissioned by the council 
and is delivered by Providence Row, a 
charity that tackles the causes of 
homelessness. 

Pam Orchard, chief executive of 
Providence Row, said: "For many 
homeless people in hospital, recovery 
is also a time when they may be able 
to detox. 

"It is a time of stability, when the in- 
dividual may be open to meaningful 
dialogue about change, with health and 
social care professionals. 

"All of this builds the motivation to 
get their life back on track - without 
tangible rehousing choices, this mo- 
mentum for rehabilitation is easily lost.” 

Advisers work with patients 
approaching the end of their hospital 
stay, identifying where, and in which 


local authority area, the patient's local 
connection lies. 

They then support them to return 
to their home borough, and help them 
to access housing options. 

Advisers also assist patients from 
abroad to reconnect to their country 
of origin where appropriate, and where 
this is the patient's preference. 

The report outlines the many suc- 
cesses of this project. For example, in 
2014/15, Routes to Roots has: 

■ successfully found housing outcomes 
for 36 homeless people; 

■ helped people to access emergency 
accommodation through friends and 
family as well as their home council; 
assisted homeless European nationals 
to return to their home country; 

■ halved rough sleeping among 


known rough sleepers referred to the 
project. 

The project also reduces the number 
of patients whose discharge is delayed, 
prevents hospital bed-blocking and 
minimises the number of patients 
who are discharged to the street and 
to insecure or inappropriate accom- 
modation. 

Patrick was one of the patients who 
benefited from Routes to Roots after 
he was treated at the Royal London 
Hospital, in Whitechapel, for chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease. 

The hospital put Patrick in touch 
with the service when they discovered 
he was homeless. He was secured 
temporary housing in Hackney, an area 
he knows well. 

Speaking about the Providence Row 


support worker who helped him, 
Patrick said: "Paulina came to the 
hospital to see me every couple of days. 
She's been my mentor ever since. 

"She took all my details and helped 
me to sort out somewhere to stay when 
I left the hospital.” 

Mayor John Biggs said: "This report 
shows how we are leading the way in 
tackling homelessness. 

"In working closely with the Royal 
London Hospital and other local 
authorities in and out of London, we 
have had a hugely positive impact on 
these peoples' lives, and helped to 
find options for them. 

"In producing this report, we want 
to ensure that other local authorities 
read through our approach, learn from 
it, and help us to tackle homelessness.”

Muay Thai 

Wootton faces the 
best in the world 


BETHNAL Green's Greg Wootton 
(pictured above) is not shying 
away from anyone in his quest 
to reach the very top in Muay 
Thai - and to prove it he is meet- 
ing “the best in the world". 

On October 10 Wootton, a 
product of the Bill Judd conveyor 
belt of champions at the KO 
Gym in Bancroft Road, will 
meet Thailand's Saenchai sor 
Kingstar in Bolton. 

Wootton's opponent, known 
simply as Saenchai, has been 
considered the best fighter on 
the planet for a decade. 

He has ruled four weight 
divisions and is the current 
WMC and WBC world title hold- 
er. To date he has had a stag- 
gering 336 kick-boxing fights 
and won 282. 

England's four-time world 
champion Liam Harrison has 
lost to Saenchai three times 
and the 35-year-old Thai is so 
confident of his ability that he 
even fought - and beat - two 
men in one night. 

Wootton - nicknamed The 
Prodigy - has never been any 
respector of reputations and 
the British champion and 
double world champion be- 
came the pride of east London 
when he defeated the legendary 
Petchboonchu - perhaps the 
best ever win by a Brit. 

Last time out, at Birming- 
ham Arena, Wootton beat an- 
other Thai warrior, Sasiprapa 
Rungrat, who, at the age of 19, 
already had more than 80 fights 
under his belt and was being 
tipped as one of the country's 
next superstars.
